Regulations or State Board of Health relating to 
Burial of certain bodies. 

At a meeting of the State Board of Health, held July 6th, 
1893, it was 

Voted, That the body of any person who died of one of the 
diseases mentioned in the amendment to section 104 of the Gen. 
Stat., shall be prepared for burial by the person having it in 
charge, by wrapping it in several thicknesses of cloth, wrung out 
of solution made by dissolving sixty grains of Corrosive Subli- 
mate and two tablespoonfuls of Common Salt in one gallon of 
hot water, or, out of a solution made by dissolving six ounces of 
pure Carbolic Acid (not the commercial, colored, impure Acid), 
in a gallon of hot water.
